The destruction of a 
ship bearing a $120,000 
Red Cross relief cargo to 
Greece, and a four-week 
silence from a second ves- 
sel, carrying a $2,000,000 
Red Cross shipment to 
Athens, was disclosed in 
Washington yesterday. 


It was the first specific loss of 
any Red Cross cargy, through acts 
of warfare revealed since the be- 
ginning of hostilities.
